1 . Claims 1 , 3-1 7, 1 9-35, and 38-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
teaching or suggestion in the prior art of the claimed combination having at least one 
elastic insert made of Pu-foam fills over an axial partial length of the torsion spring, a 
circular ring shaped space which is defined by a radially inwardly disposed portion of 
the bearing receptacle and the surrounding torsion spring wherein the insert has one 
portion to bear against the radially inwardly disposed portion of the bearing receptacle 
and another portion to bear against the surrounding torsion spring to thereby bridge the 
circular ring shaped space in radial direction or at least one elastic insert made of Pu- 
foam received in the interior space between the torsion spring and a radially inwardly 
disposed confronting surface of the inner housing wall and extending over an axial 
partial length of the torsion spring wherein the insert has one portion to bear against the 
radially inwardly disposed portion of the bearing receptacle and another portion to bear 
against the surrounding torsion spring to thereby bridge the circular ring shaped space 
in radial direction.
